One of the craftiest veterans in all 
of sports, The Junkyard Dog, has 
returned to WCW, and fans are once. 
again rallying behind him. 

The fact of the matter is that fans 
have been rallying behind JYD for 
years, partially because the Dog has 
been the victim of some of the most. 
heinous acts ever seen in the sport.

JIM NEIDHART 


Like many of his mat colleagues, Jim “The Anvil” Neidhart 
жаз a football player before becoming a wrestler. But when 
his dreams of glory on the gridiron died, he began pursuing 
glory as a grappler. On the advice of California promoters 
Gene and Mike LeBell, Neidhart headed for the wide-open 
territory of Alberta, Canada. Under the expert tutelage of the 
legendary Stu Hart, Neidhart honed his craft in Hart's 
basement training center, the legendary "dungeon." Since 
then, The ^1", 255-pound Neidhart has wrestled in just 
about every federation worldwide, from America to Europe 
to Japan. Earlier this year, he took his skills to Australia, 
which hadn't seen top-notch American grappling since 
1987. Upon returning to the states, Neidhart hooked up with 
WCW; in addition to solo bouts, Neidhart has teamed with 
Junkyard Dog. Singles competition? Tag team? Although 
Neidhart hasn't yet made a firm decision as to which 
direction he is headed, one thing is for sure: “The Anvil” 
intends to make his presence felt in WCW. The busy, 
energetic, and upbeat grappler spoke with WCW 
MAGAZINE'S Chris Bernucea recently from his home in 
Lake Tahoe, California, and answered the following “10 
Questions.” 


wew iiu. What is your most 
vivid memory of wrestling in Stu Hart's 
basement? 

NEIDHART: There's two. One, being 
from southern California, I couldn't believe 
how cold it was in Calgary. I mean, you're 
talking about someone who had never even 
seen snow going to a place where it was 
consistently 30 and 40 degrees below zero. 
‘Two, feeling the breath being choked out of 
me by one of Stu's submission chokeholds. 
1 remember being locked in one and 
gasping for air. You learn real quick not to 
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get locked in one again. The list of guys 
who were there was just unbelievable, 
There was so much competition. The Harts, 
Greg Valentine, Ole Anderson, it just goes 
on and on. 


wcw шыт Do you consider 
yourself a singles wrestler or a tag team 
‘wrestler? 

NEIDHART: Both. Actually, neither is 
probably a better answer. I'm a wrestler. 
Most of my knowledge is in tag teams, 
because that’s where most of my success 


came and you stick with what works. 
Wrestling singles is different, but it’s not 
something that I can’t handle, My style is a 
combination of Canadian, Japanese, and 
American wrestling. 


WCW MAGAZINE: What do you сай 
your finishing maneuver? 

NEIDHART: “The Anvilizer." It's a 
submission hold, a new one I learned from 
Stu Hart. 1 come around the back of my 
opponent and, with my right hand, I grab 
his left wrist and pull his arm across his

neck. Then I shoot my left arm in behind his 
neck and apply pressure until he can't 
breathe. Nothing fancy, but it gets the job.

WCW MAGAZINE: You were once cut 
by the Dallas Cowboys. Was there any 
wishful thinking when they won the Super 
Bowl this year? 

NEIDHART: No. I have no regrets.

The incident 
stunned every fan who was їп atten- 
dance at Atlanta's Center Stage 
Theater in late-April and sent shock 
waves reverberating throughout WCW. 

Cactus was wrestling the champion 
in a return match; a week earlier, he 
had been brutalized by Vader. The 
bandage across the middle of his face 
lending frail support to a broken позе 
was testament to that fact. 

The match began furiously as 
Cactus attacked Vader before the 
champion could reach the ring. The 
two men battled back toward the dress- 
ing room, where Cactus attacked 
Vader with a steel chair. After drop- 


е were ordered to remain in their 
seats to keep a path clear for the med- 
al team and their ambulance. As the 
emergency medical team strapped 
Cactus to a stretcher, using special 
braces to immobilize his head and neck 
as a guard against paralysis, fans and 
fellow wrestlers looked on in horror. 
There was nothing anyone could do 
but stand by helplessly and watch as 
the EMT personnel wheeled Cactus to 
an ambulance and drove him away to a 
local hospital...and a frighteningly 
uncertain future. e

In this age of sensationalism, attaching the word "great" to an athlete is easy. But 
if the word truly applies to only a select few, then Ric Flair is in that group. A man 
doesn't win seven NWA and WCW World titles simply by being in the right place 


at the right time. 


From 1981 to 1991—а phenomenal 10-year cycle—the belt and the " 


Vature Boy" 
were effectively one and the same. Flair won his first World title on September 17, 
1981, with a victory over another legend, the "American Dream" Dusty Rhodes. 
He won his last World title on January 11, 1991, by defeating yet another 


superstar, Sting. 


Flair's much-heralded return to WCW is already one of the biggest stories of 
1993. It is a testament to his greatness that Flair could walk into WCW, not 
wrestle a single match, and still be considered a top contender for Big Van 
Vader's World title.
